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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . In response to the Office Action mailed July 12 t 2004, applicant submitted an 
amendment filed on October 12, 2004, in which the applicant traversed and requested 
reconsideration with respect to claim 1 and newly added independent claim 29. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8, 10, 12, 16 and 19-49 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for allowance: 

As for independent claims 1 and 29, they recite a method and wireless terminal 
for concealing error detected in an input digital audio bit stream, the audio bit stream 
configured as a series of fames. Prior art such as Hiratsuka and Miyake show similar 
methods but fails to teach the recited method and wireless terminal wherein the 
corresponding part is selected based on a time relationship between the first part and 
one of the (k+1 ) to and (2k+1 ) th beats. It would not have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to take the replacement error away 
from the beat that needs to be corrected. As "k" gets bigger, the time stretches further 
apart, which is not an obvious method for concealing errors. 

Dependent 2-8, 10, 12, 16, 19-28 and 30-49 are allowed because they further 
limit their parent claims.
